JACK REED

John Burwell Reed is not a Yankee 
immortal as a result of his brief two and 
a half year major league career, but he 
does have a place in the long, glorious 
history of the perennial champions. 

It was on June 24, 1962 when Reed 
cast off the cloak of anonymity and, for 
a day or two, his name became a 
household word. It was close to nine 


o’clock at Tiger Stadium... the con- 
cession stands had long since been 
closed, sold out of food... the game 


had been going since two o’clock and 
the players were so weary they couldn’t 
swing a bat. 

The Yanks had jumped off to a 6-0 
lead, but the Tigers had tied it at 7-7 and 
the marathon was on. Now, some 6 
hours and 45 minutes after ‘‘Play Ball,’’ 
Reed came to bat with a Yankee on 
base... . and HIT THE ONLY HOME 
RUN OF HIS MAJOR LEAGUE 
CAREER to win the game, 9-7. 

Reed, a most personable young man 
from Mississippi, had been a defensive 
halfback at Ole Miss .. . for whom he 
played in the Sugar Bowl. He had beena 
promising baseball prospect but, back 
in those days an outfielder had to be a 
hitter and Jack’s bat wasn’t potent. Asa 
result, Reed got into most of his games 
as a late inning ‘‘caddy’’ for Mickey 
Mantle. 

One June 24, 1962, however, Reed 
was the hero... . in fact, he received a 
congratulatory telegram from the late 


Dan Topping, who may have wondered 
who Jack Reed was. Imagine getting a 
telegram delivered that quickly! 

Reed turned to managing in the 1964 
season for the Yankee farm system and 
was well on his way to the top in that 
field when fate stepped in. Jack’s dad 
died back in Silver City, Mississippi and 
Reed had to leave baseball to take over 
the family business. 

That’s where Jack Reed is today... 
Silver City, Miss. running a most suc- 
cessful farming business. 

“We are all doing fine,’’ Jack 
writes.‘‘I am in the farming business 
raising cotton and soybeans. I do a lot 
of hunting and play some golf for 
recreation. The course is right in front 
of our home and my wife Lou enjoys 
golfing, too. 

“My son Johnny graduated from Ole 
Miss in May with an engineering degree. 
1 have two teenage daughters, Gail (16) 
and Roy Anne (14) and our youngest 
Swayze, 8, so you can understand it is 
pretty hectic around our house. 

**I’m glad to see the Yankees doing so 
well again and I keep up with their ac- 
tivities as much as possible. Give my 
regards to everyone. I’m happy to be 
part of the Alumni Association.” 

So that’s where Jack Reed is today 
... his one moment of glory will long 
be remembered for the 22 inning, 7 hour 
game is the longest in Yankee history. 
Jack would have made a fine manager, 
but baseball’s loss is agriculture’s gain.

TRE WAY WE WERE

Toa city kid, New York always was a 
summer festival, only we didn’t realize 
it at the time. It was, you see, no time 
for slogans. 

It was a time only for fun. We didn’t 
know about summer camp and vaca- 
tions at the shore or trips to New 
England. We had no time for boredom. 
Summer was filled with endless games 
that started early and ended late on 
steamy asphalt playgrounds and it was 
beautiful. It was especially beautiful if 
baseball was your passion. Then, New 
York was a wonderful place to be. 

Joe DiMaggio was in the Bronx..Mel 
Ott was in Manhattan. Dixie Walker 
was in Brooklyn. All of it, just a nickel 
away, baseball history at the end of a 
ride on the subway, 

And there are cool summer mornings 
to remember, early, before the sun has 
begun to burn the dampness off the 
streets, climbing into faded overallS and 
slipping out of the house whileeveryone 
else was asleep. A visit to the’bakery*to 
wait for hot loaves of [talian bread to 
come out of the oven, and then.to the 
candy store to pick up the Daily News or 
the Daily Mirror for two gents) 

And then dashing honte.to dip the hot 
bread in a bowl of cold milKsfor break- 
fast, and to devour the bread ands the 


sports pages of the paper and consume 


the box scores and somehow if the Dod- 
gers had won the day before, the hot 
bread in the cold milk always tasted so 
much better. 

There was no television in our living 
rooms to flash images of. Our heroes. To 
those of us with dads andiudeless who 


cared enough and could afford the!price” 


of admission, they were tiny images ona 
green field seen from a far aWay seat in 


the bleachers. To others, they existed in 


our imaginations, formed by words ona 
printed page or the marvelous descrip- 
tions we got from Mel Allen and Red 
Barber on the radio. 

Without television, Big Jawn Mize 
seemed bigger than life and PeeWee 
Reese seemed smaller than life. Without 
television, Rex Barney’s fastball was an 
invisible blur and Ernie Lombardi ran 
to first base as fast as grandma, with the 
aid of a cane, ambled from her bedroom 
to her seat at the kitchen table. 

Brooklyn was the summer Shangri-la 
of my childhood, and the Dodgers were 


my particular passion, but our rooting 
interest was not dictated by geography. 
In my neighborhood ... in my own 
house, Giant fans and Yankee fans min- 
gled freely with Dodger fans. 

I cannot explain why because I cannot 
understand why, and | certainly cannot 
document it, but it seemed to me that 
Giant fans were made up of long-time 
city residents who had migrated to 
Brooklyn from Manhattan’s lower East 
Side and Greenwich Village; Dodger 
fans were either long-suffering Brook- 
lynites or young boys whose fathers 
were Giant fans and who wanted a team 
of their own; Yankee fans wore stiff 
white collars and worked in banks and 
had summer homes in the country and 
drove big automobiles. 

There was another class of Yankee 
fan. They .cut hair for a living or 
mended shoes*or laid bricks. They wore 
little mustaches and spoke with accents 
and made wine in the basement and 
wrapped fig trees in the winter. They 
didn’t know a sacrifice bunt from a 
stolen base, but they rooted for the 
Yankees because that was the team that 
had the great DiMaggio and Phil Riz- 
zufo and, before them, Tony Lazzeri 
and Frank Crosetti, and later that 
funny-looking» KidyYogi-Berra, who 
came from a neighborhood in St. Louis 
called ‘‘The Hill’’ that must not have 
been‘too unlike ours. 

Our neighborhood was made up of 
second, and third generation Italian- 
Americans and’even those of us who de- 
spised the Yankees, who considered 
them arrogant and smug, who hared 
them for their methodical success, even 
we could feel no enmity in our hearts for 
the great DiMaggio. To speak evil of the 
great’ DiMaggio would be like blas- 
pheming the Holy Father in Rome him- 


self. 


We spent our youthful hours standing 


Under street lights and arguing about 


our teams, defending our favorite play- 
ers, as if these arguments would prove 
anything or would inffuence what hap- 
pened out on the playing field. 

*‘Who was the best centerfielder in 
New York, Mickey Mantle, Willie Mays 
or Duke Snider?” 

We never did agree which one was. 

And then one day we got the news, 
the horrible, unbelievable news. The 
Giants and Dodgers were leaving town 
and it was like we were told our two best 
friends had died; our world came to an 
end. 


It was difficult to comprehend, my 
Dodgers going off to California, to be- 
come part of an unreal, plasti¢ world, a 
world of movie stars and sun-tanned 
beach bums on surf boards. I was older 
now, and more sophisticated, and I 
wasn’t supposed to care about some old 
baseball team, and I pretended I didn’t 
care, but in my heart I knew I did. No 
more arguments under street lights to 
fill our summer nights, no more subway 
rides and visits to Ebbets Field and the 
Polo Grounds. 

A new team came and tried to take 
their place, but the Mets could not 
replace the Dodgers and Giants, not 
really; not for those of us who grew up 
with the Dodgers and Giants. The Mets 
were a team for a new generation, a new 
breed, something new to call their own, 
a team of their own. 

The Yankees fell on hard times, but it 
was too late. We would have loved it, 
rejoiced in their failure, 20 years before. 
There were dozens of smug Yankee fans 
of our childhood we would have liked to 
razz, to ask smartly, ‘‘What happened 
to your Yankees, huh?’’ But all those 
kids were gone; our childhood was 
gone. 

The Yankees came back, as we knew 
they would, and the Mets will come 
baeky-too, and baseball is fun again in 
New York. . . but it’s different, too. 

I-think often about those days of my 
childh6od, more often as those days slip 
fartherand farther into the past. 

1 think about hot bread in a bowl of 
cold milk and on the table alongside, the 
newspaper turned to the box score of 
yesterday's Brooklyn Dodger game. 

I think about the unspeakable joy of 
emerging fromthe Subway station and 
feelings my heart leap with excitement 


and anticipation at the sight of Ebbets 


Field. 

I think about the train pulling into the 
Jerome Ave. subway station and down 
in front of me, as far as the eye could 
see, is the enormous playground that is 
Yankee Stadium. 

I think about these things and I won- 
der if kids today, who can get their base- 
ball merely by flipping a dial, have the 
same thrill at the sight of Yankee Sta- 
dium that I once did. 

And then I think about my own two 
sons, trying to decide which summer 
camp to attend, or contemplating a 
vacation at the shore or a trip to New 
England and I know they do not and 
isn’t it sad?

All trivia fans know the answer to the 
most famous trivia question of all time. 
Good old Harry Steinfeldt has gained 
immortality by being the third baseman 
in the legendary infield of Tinker to 
Evers to Chance. The ‘‘trivia expert”’ 
will take you one step further informing 
you that for three seasons prior to the 
arrival of Steinfeldt the third baseman 
for the trio immortalized by the 
Franklin P. Adams sonnet was 
diminutive James '‘Doc”’ Casey. 

Most baseball fans enjoy stumping 
one another with trivia questions, but 
few are experts. The ‘‘expert’’ is the fan 
who goes beyond the ordinary question, 
he adds something extra, something that 
is indicative of the master craftsman. 
He is unchallenged in his field. After 
reading this you should qualify as a 
“trivia expert’’. 

The average trivia buff knows that 
Babe Ruth started out as a pitcher for 
the Boston Red Sox. However, the ‘‘ex- 
pert’’ will inform you that the Babe’s 
record of 29% scoreless innings pitched 
in World Series play stood as a record 
until surpassed by Whitey Ford in 1961, 

While with the Yankees, Ruth pitched 
five games and won them all. Heand Joe 
Wood are the only two men to appear in 
a Series as an outfielder and a pitcher, 
while the Babe shares the distinction 
with Jackie Robinson, Elston Howard 
and Tony Kubek of playing four posi- 
tions in Series play, 

Any fan can tell you that Lou Gehrig 
played a record 2,130 consecutive 
games. The ‘‘expert’’ will give you the 
details. 

On May 6," 1925, New York Yankee 
short-stop Everett Scott concluded a 
1,307 consecutive game streak. Less 
than a month later on June 1, the rookie 
Lou Gehrig pinch-hit for Scott’s 
replacement, Pee Wee Wanninger. The 
next day he replaced Wally Pipp at first 
base. Lou appeared in every Yankee 
game from then on until May 2, 1939, 
when he went to Manager Joe McCar- 
thy and asked him to put ‘‘Babe”’ 
Dahlgren on first. 

Gehrig died on June 2, 1941, sixteen 
years to the day after replacing Pipp. 
His 23 home runs with the bases loaded 
has never been exceeded. 
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Hall of Fame pitcher, Bob Feller, 
threw three no-hitters. His first against 
the White Sox on Opening Day, 1940, is 
the only nine inning hitless game ever 
pitched on the first day of the season. 
His second no-hitter came against the 
Yankees in 1946. Playing centerfield 
behind Feller that day was a young 
player destined to pitch his own no- 
hitter and also wind up in the Hall of 
Fame—current White Sox manager, 
Bob Lemon. 

Hoyt Wilhelm, dean of the relief pit- 
chers, set records by appearing in 1,018 
games for 1,870 innings and winning 
124, all as a fireman. Hoyt hit a home 
run his first time at bat and a triple his 
second. He never hit either again. 

Your average trivia fan can tell you 
that only Walter Johnson, Bob Grove, 
Eddie Plank and Early Wynn won 300 
American League games, but the ‘‘ex- 
pert’’ tacks on the fact that Wynn, who 
pitched in parts of four decades starting 
in 1939, is the sole hurler to hit a grand 
slam homer as a pinch-hitter and also 
give One up asa pitcher. 

There have only been two seasons in 
the American League in which one club 
sported four twenty-game winners. The 
1920 White Sox had Red Faber, Claude 
Williams, Dickie Kerr and Ed Cicotte, 
while the 1971 Orioles had Dave McNal- 
ly, Pat Dobson, Jim Palmer and Mike 
Cuellar. 

The ‘*expert’’ comes up with the fact 
that the 1937 A’s had three twenty-game 
winners each of whom authored a no- 
hitter. Vida Blue, Catfish Hunter (a 
perfect game) and Ken Holtzman pit- 
ched two-hitless games in the National 
League. The Boston Red Sox of 1903 
and '04 were the only other teams to 
have such a trio. 

The first-year Cy Young, owner of an 
all-time high 511-wins, Tom Hughes, 
who pitched no-hitters in both leagues 
and Bill Dinneen, later a famous um- 
pire, captured twenty games. The 
following year Young, Dinneen and 
Jesse Tannehill won twenty, with all of 
the trio owning no-hitters. 

Upon the mention of Tom Hughes, 
winner of no-hitters in both leagues, our 
“expert”? immediately brings up Jim 
Bunning, the only other man to hurl 


no-hitters in both leagues. 

Bunning, as a member of the Tigers, 
no-hit the Red Sox in 1958; and then for 
an encore in 1964 with the Phillies, he 
threw a perfect game at the Mets. He 
won 19 games more times (4) than any 
other man and during his entire career 
in baseball, both majors and minors, he 
struck out more batsmen than any other 
pitcher on record (2,855) and won over 
100-games in both leagues (a feat he 
shares with Cy Young and Milt Pap- 
pas). 

The ordinary trivia buff easily can 
reel off the triple crown batters, but our 
“‘expert’’ gives us the triple crown 
pitchers—men who led the league in 
win-loss, strikeouts and ERA. Walter 
Johnson did it three times, Lefty Gomez 
and Lefty Grove twice and Bob Feller 
and Hal Newhouser once. Hal is the on- 
ly pitcher voted the American League’s 
MVP in back-to-back years (’44 & ’45). 

Who but an ‘expert’? knows that 
there have been three pitchers in the 
American League who have won twenty 
games seven or more times and five who 
have won twenty games while pitching 
for a last place team. Lefty Grove, Bob 
Lemon and Walter Johnson each won 
twenty or more games seven times, 
while Scott Perry (Athletics, 1917), 
Howard Ehmke (Red Sox, 1923), Hollis 
Thurston (White Sox, 1924), Ned 
Garver (St, Louis, 1951) and Nolan 
Ryan (Angels, 1974) won twenty for last 
place clubs, 

As a finale to his discourse on pit- 
chers, the ‘‘trivia expert"’ will inform 
you that Tom Zachary, famed for 
throwing Babe Ruth his 60th homer, 
also holds the record for the best won- 
lost mark in the league. His 12-0 record, 
while with the 1929 Yankees, has not 
been surpassed, 

Whitey Ford has the best lifetime 
won-lost record with 236 wins against 
106 losses for a .690 mark. Buck 
Newsom and Virgil Trucks are the only 
twirlers in the American League to be 
traded during a season they won 20 
games. Buck was sent from the Browns 
to the Tigers in 1939, while Virg went 
from the Browns, who made the same

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mistake twice, to the White Sox in 1953. 

On to the hitters! 

When Joe DiMaggio had his 56-game 
streak in 1941, he started and ended 
with a Smith. On May 15, 1941, Joe 
singled off Edgar Smith of the White 
Sox, and his streak ended in Cleveland 
the night of July 17 by Al Smith who 
had some help from Jim Bagby. The 
next day Joe embarked on a 17-game 
streak. 

DiMaggio was succeeded in center- 
field for the Yankees by Mickey Mantle 
the greatest switch-hitter of them all. 
Mickey is the only switch-hitter in the 
American League to win a triple crown 
and his 536 homers led all two-way sw- 
ingers. 

But who are behind Mickey? 

The ‘‘expert’’ lists Tom Tresh with 
153, Roy White 135, and Roy Cullen- 
bine 110. He also adds the unusual fact 
that Mickey and Tiger short-stop, Billy 
Rogell, are the only switch-hitters in the 
history of the American League to have 
hitin 100 runs in a season. 

And how about this? The first 
American League batter to hit a homer 
his initial time at bat in the American 
League was Earl Averill, while the first 
man ever to hit a pinch-homer his first 
time up was Ace Parker in Canton. 
Both are in the Hall of Fame, Averill in 
Cooperstown and Parker in Canton. 
Bob Nieman hit two consecutive homers 
his first two times at bat off Maury 
McDermott, while Bert Campaneris 
homered his first and third times up. 

The most potent outfield ever put 
together was the 1921 Tiger Trio of 
Harry Heilmann, Ty Cobb and Bobby 
Veach. This is the only American 
League outfield in which each man hit 
over .300 and also drove in over 100 
runs. In 1925, Heilmann and Cobb 


combined with Al Wingo to hit a com- 
posite .381, still the league’s high. 

The 1961 Yankee outfield of Roger 
Maris, Mickey Mantle and Yogi Berra 
blasted out more homers than any other 
trio when Rog hit 61, Mickey 54 and 
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Yogi 22. A Hall of Fame catcher, Yogi, 
played more games in leftfield than 
anyone that year. Elston Howard did 
most of the catching, hitting 21 homers, 
while third-string catcher and pinch- 
hitter Johnny Blanchard also hit 21 
homers. 

Now if you know all of that, the ‘‘ex- 
pert’’ will enlighten you with the fact 
that the only outfield to have each man 
hit .300 on five different occasions was 
the St. Louis Brown trio of Ken 
Williams, Johnny Tobin and ‘‘Baby 
Doll”’ (honestly, that was his nickname) 
Jacobson. Between 1920 and 1925, they 
all hit .300 on five occasions. Williams 
in 1922 became the first man to hit 30 
homers and steal 30 bases, a feat since 
matched in the American League by 
Tommy Harper and Bobby Bonds. 

Finally, the infield that drove in the 
most runs ever belonged to the 1934 
Tigers. First sacker Hank Greenberg 
had 139 RBI’s, second baseman Charlie 
Gehringer 127, short-stop Billy Rogell 
100 and Marv Owen at third 96. 

The bonus question is who in the 
American League holds the most 
homers at his position. 1B-Hank 
Greenberg 58 in a season, Lou Gehrig 
career (493); 2B-Joe Gordon holds both 
season (32) and career (253); SS-Rico 
Petrocelli (40), Vernon Stephens career 
(227); 3B-Al Rosen season (43) and 
most for an American League rookie 
(37), Brooks Robinson career (266). 

OF-Roger Maris (61) and Babe Ruth 
(686) (does not include homers as pit- 
cher nor in National League), C-Yogi 
Berra (twice) and Gus Triandos (30); 
while Yogi has the lifetime record (313). 

Pitcher Wes Ferrell holds the season’s 
and career mark with 9 and 36. Wes, 
who won twenty games his first four 
years and threw a no-hitter, is liable to 
hold this record for ever if the DH re- 
mains. 

As Shakespeare once said, ‘‘What’s 
in a name?’’, well the answer is plenty if 
you area trivia buff. 

Lets take the ‘‘Hitless Wonders”’. 
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DID YOU KNOW? Mickey Mantle has hit more home runs than any other 
switch hitter. Tom Tresh, with 153 home runs is second on the list for two way 


swingers. 
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These were the 1906 White Sox who had 
a combined average of .230. Their best 
hitter was Frank Isbell hitting .279, 
while catcher Billy Sullivan had a 
lifetime average of .212, the lowest any 
man who went to bat 1,000 times in the 
big leagues. 

The White Sox not only won the 
American League pennant, but beat the 
Cubs in the World Series. The Cubs had 
won 116 games, a record that still 
stands. 

A $100,000 infield sounds like it 
might belong to a group of Little 
Leaguers today, but back at the turn of 
the century, this meant that the 
Philadelphia Athletics had the ultimte in 
infields. 

Stuffy McInnis at first still holds the 
fielding record for a season (.999) and 
also was one of the toughest men in 
baseball to strike out. Eddie Collins at 
second is in the Hall of Fame and holds 
the longevity record of 25 years in the 
major leagues. Frank ‘‘Home Run’”’ 
Baker, another Hall of Famer, never hit 
more than 12 in one season and still 
holds the highest batting average for a 
third sacker. Jack Barry was at short. 

The fifth game of the 1920 World 
Series between Cleveland and Brooklyn 
is the trivia buff’s dream. In the first in- 
ning Cleveland rightfielder Elmer Smith 
hit a grand slam home run off future 
Hall of Famer Burleigh Grimes. The 
first time this had ever been done in a 
Fall Classic, 

In the fourth inning Cleveland pitcher 
Jim Bagby became the first pitcher to 
hit a homer in a Series, while in the 
fifth, Cleveland second sacker Bill 
Wambsganss turned Dodger pitcher 


Clarence Mitchell’s liner into the only 
unassisted triple play ever seen in a 
Series.

But on this side of the 
Atlantic, the picture is quite different. 
While a small percentage of American 
Scotch drinkers take it neat, better than 
35% drink it “on the rocks.” The rest of us 
add varying amounts of water, club soda, 
etcetera. And ice. Always plenty of ice 
—the great American drink requisite. 

It would seem then that the American 
Scotch devotee, particularly our on-the- 
rocks fancier, has a right to raise a serious 
question: Is the Scotch I drink ideally 
suited to enjoyment over ice?

Pursuing a Perfect Proof 


Let’s turn our attention first to the proof at 
which Scotch whisky is bottled. Consider, 
if you will, the possibility that there is a 
better proof for on-the-rocks Scotch drink- 
ing than that of your current brand. 
Practically every Scotch sold in this 
country is bottled, at 80, 86, or 86.8 Proof. 
So at the instant you pour Scotch over ice, 
it contains between 40% and 43.4% alco- 
hol by volume. (Proof is double the per- 
centage of alcohol. ) The chilling effect of 
the ice is accompanied by dilution. And 
when your drink has been properly cooled 
—in 30 seconds to a minute—you achieve 
what one Scotch connoisseur refers to as

“the ideal sip.” From then on, the Scotch 
drinker’s enjoyment typically runs down- 
hill, as the drink loses its freshness. 


While there is no way to preserve that 
fresh Scotch flavor indefinitely, we submit 
that you can sustain the freshness sub- 
stantially longer with 90-Proof Famous 
Grouse. If you have never heard of this 
brand, we are not surprised. It is a well 
established name in Scotland, but only 
recently introduced to America. So far as 
we know, Famous Grouse is the only Scotch 
now available in this country at 90 Proof.

The addition of the Toronto Blue 
Jays and the Seattle Mariners in 1977 
brings to eighteen the number of cities 
that have been represented in the 
American League since its founding in 
1901. 

Of the eight original cities only 
Boston, Chicago, Cleveland and Detroit 
have enjoyed continuous representation 
in the league. Five cities, Milwaukee, 
Baltimore, Washington, Kansas City 
and Seattle have been represented on 
two separate occasions. 

The original Milwaukee Brewers of 
1901 transfered to St. Louis after only 
One season in the league, remaining 
there until 1954 when the Browns 
shifted to Baltimore. The first Balti- 
more Oriole team moved to New York 
in 1903 to become the Highlanders and 
then later the Yankees. It is interesting 
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to note that both Milwaukee and Balti- 
more resumed their original nicknames 
upon returning to the league. 


The Washington Senators moved to: 


Minneapolis-St. Paul in 1961, while the 
Philadelphia Athletics moved to Kansas 
City for the 1955 season. The Athletics 
became the Oakland A’s in 1968 

Expansion first came to the American 
League in 1961 when a second Senator 
team was placed in Washington; and the 
West Coast welcomed their first Amer- 
ican League team, the Los Angeles 
Angels. 

With the addition of the two extra 
clubs, the league adopted a 162 game 
schedule. The suggestion was made that 
if any existing records were broken in 
more than 154 games, there should be a 
special note in the record books. Fore- 
most mentioned was the Ruth record of 
60 homeruns. 


The Senators were owned by ex-Air 
Force General Elwood Quesada who 
chose as his manager Mickey Vernon. 
Vernon had been a popular player in the 
Capital City. The owners of the Angels, 
famous cowboy singer Gene Autry and 
former All-American footballer Bob 
Reynolds, picked the veteran skipper 
Bill Rigney to lead their club. 

Talent for the new teams was supplied 
by the eight existing clubs with each 
team required to submit a list of 15 
available players from their 40 man 
reserve list. It was mandatory that the 
expansion clubs pick 28 players, and 
that they must pick ten pitchers, two 
catchers, six infielders and four out- 
fielders. 

Both clubs attempted to select a blend 
of experienced players and promising 
rookies. The first players picked at each 
position by the Angels were Eli Grba

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There was no hint of the glory and 
glamor destined to come that cold 
January night in 1903 when the New 
York American League team was born 

. born out of the enmity of Ban 
Johnson, founder and first president of 
the league, for John T. Brush and An- 
drew Freedman, owners of the powerful 
New York Giants of the established Na- 
tional League. 

Organized in 1901, the American 
League survived two years of bitter bat- 
tling with the Nationals, but Johnson 
knew he had to have a team in New 
York City. He finally attained his goal 
when Frank Farrell, owner of a gam- 
bling establishment, and William S. (Big 
Bill) Devery, former New York City 
police chief, put up $18,000 to buy the 
Baltimore franchise and move it to the 
Big Apple. 

First a team, then the ball park... 
which was tougher. Brush and Freed- 
man tried to block it at every turn, but 
Devery also had political connections 
and finally found a spot way uptown 

. 165th St and Broadway. 

Even in his rosiest dreams, Johnson 
never envisioned the magnificent 
Yankee Stadium to come. In fact, the 
energetic Johnson was happy to get the 
scrubby little park blasted out of a. 
rockpile known as Hilltop Park. When 
Yankee Stadium was built it had a 
“short porch’’ in right. . . the first park 
of the New York club had a deep ravine 
in right, down which Willie Keeler 
almost tumbled on opening day. The 
grandstand held 6,000 and there were 
three bleacher areas each with 3,000 
seats for a 15,000 total. 

Now, as the Yankees prepare to 
celebrate their diamond anniversary, 
New York’s American League entry has 
had 75 magnificent years during which 
it has built many legends. The success of 
the Yankees proved to be the backbone 
of the success of the American League. 

Determined to make New York’s 
entry a winner, the league saw to it that 
players were moved around. Clark Grif- 
fith came from the White Sox to 
manage and pitch. Such established 
players as Keeler, Dave Fultz, Alfonzo 
(Lefty) Davis and Wid Conroy were 
assigned to the new team. Herman 
Long, a star with the Boston Nationals, 
also came to New York. 

As New York entered, the two leagues 
had declared a truce in the war. Prior to 
the peace treaty, however, Jack Chesbro 
and Jesse Tannehill had been grabbed 
from Pittsburgh and later given to New 
York. In mid-1902 John McGraw had

jumped the Baltimore club and taken 
his best players, thus only second 
baseman Jimmy Williams, outfielder 
Herm McFarland and pitchers Lou 
Wiltse and Harry Howell came from 
Baltimore. 

No, fans, there were no pinstripes 
adorning the first New York uniform. 
Instead, the uniform was white with 
black stockings, a black band on the 
lower part of the cap and a cardinal 
jacket with pearl buttons. The team was 
originally known as the Highlanders, 
primarily because the field was built on 
the highest point of Manhattan. 

Although it is generally thought that 
the Highlanders didn’t change to Yank- 
ees until 1913, actually the headline 
writers were using ‘“‘Yankees’’ as early 
as 1904 in the Boston Herald. Jim Price, 
who worked on the New York Press, is 
generally given credit for the nickname 
that became one of the most famous in 
sports. 

The Yankees opened their history by 
losing, 3-1, to Washington at the na- 
tion’s capital. It wasn’t until May 1 that 
the New Yorkers opened at home with 
Jack Chesbro winning, 6-2, “over 
Washington. Keeler had two doubles 
and two walks as a crowd listed at 
20,000 turned out. The players each car- 
ried a small American flag as they 
walked to the flagpole in opening day 
ceremonies. 

What is the first recorded rhubarb in 
the team’s history came when a game 
was rained out, and, through an over- 
sight, no rain checks had been issued. It 
was announced all fans on hand could 
return next day free. Naturally, the ball 
park was inundated with fans, a fence 
was broken down and the fans overran 
the field. The club was never caught 
without rain checks again. 

That first New. York entry finished 
fourth in a close race behind Boston, 
Philadelphia and Cleveland. The Pirates 
won in the National League, and played 
the Red Sox in the first ever World 
Series. The following year, however, 
John McGraw refused to allow the 
Giants to play the Sox in a World Series. 

Of that first Yankee team the stand- 
outs were Chesbro, Keeler and John 
Ganzel who played first base. Griffith, 
of course, became a baseball institution 
and in 1946 was named to the Hall of 
Fame along with Chesbro. 

Keeler had preceded them into the 
Hall when he was elected in 1939. 

Tenuous strings reach from the 1977 
defending champions back to that 
original team . . . Chesbro, for example, 


still holds the Yankee record of most 
starts (51), most victories (41), most 
complete games (48), most innings 
pitched (454), most strikeouts (240), and 
most hits allowed (337). Whitey Ford 
tied Chesbro for most consecutives vic- 
tories with his 14in arow in 1961, only 
57 years after Chesbro. 

Ganzel hit the first homer by a 
Yankee on May 11, 1903, against 
Detroit on the road. He hit it off George 
Mullin with none on, then two innings 
later Conroy connected as the Yankees 
won, 8-2. 

That first Yankee team consisted of 
Davis, who had only one year; Fultz, 
Keeler and McFarland in the outfield, 
Keeler had a 19 year career, was rated 
one of the great place hitters of all time 
and is noted for his famous ‘‘hit them 
where they ain’t’’ line. Willie rates fifth 
on the all time list with his .345 lifetime 
average. 

Ganzel spent two years in New York, 
Williams lasted five, Long less than a 
season before Kid Elberfield came in 
one of the first big deals to take over at

short. Ernie Courtney was the utility in- 
fielder. Jack O’Connor and Monte 
Beville were the catchers, but lasted only 
through 1903. 

And so the Yankees were born. . . for 
the 1904 season, many of the originals 
were replaced. Griffith drove the team 
close to the flag, losing it on the final 
day of the season on Chesbro’s famous 
wild pitch. 

That wild pitch has been part of 
baseball’s legends for 75 years . . . the 
Yanks’ first contribution to baseball 
lore. Many more were to come, but 
most of them as a positive force... yet 
Chesbro’s wild pitch is till part of the 
picture.

(P), Ed Sadowski (C), Eddie Yost (IF) 
and Bob Cerv (OF). Washington chose 
Bobby Shantz (P), Pete Daly (C), Coot 
Veal (IF) and Willie Tasby (OF). 

Some of the better-known stars 
chosen by the Angels were Ted 
Kluszewski, a great slugger who had 
driven in over 100 runs five times and 
slammed out 30 homers four times; Ned 
Garver, a 20-game winner on a last 
place Brown team; Bob Cerv, hard hit- 
ting outfielder and pinch hitter; and Ed- 
die Yost, a fine third sacker. Known as 
the ‘‘Walking Man,’’ Eddie was a great 
lead-off batter as he drew numerous 
base on balls. 

Washington obtained the fine hitting 
outfielder Gene Woodling; Bobby 
Shantz, the league’s MVP in 1952 when 
he won 24 games; Dale Long, a hard hit- 
ting first baseman; and Johnny Klipp- 
stein, a star relief hurler. 

The Angels finished eighth their first 
season. Their regulars were Steve Bilko 
(1B), Ken Aspromonte (2B), Joe Koppe 
(SS) and Eddie Yost (3B). The outfield 
consisted of Albie Pearson, Ken Hunt, 
and Leon Wagner, with Earl Averill, Jr. 
behind the bat. 

Bilko, Hunt, Wagner, Averill and Lee 
Thomas hit 20 or more homers, while 
Ken McBride, Ted Bowsfield and Eli 
Grba led the pitching staff. 

Brilliant rookies picked up _ that 
season included Dean Chance, who 
became a Cy Young Award pitcher, 
having two 20-game seasons and pitch- 
ing two no-hitters; Jim Fregosi, an all 
league shortstop six times, and the 5’5”’ 
Pearson. 

The Senators finished in a tie for 
ninth. CatcHer Gene Green was their top 
hitter with Dale Long on first, Chuck 
Cottier at second, Coot Veal short and 
Danny O’Connell third. Willie Tasby, 
Marty Keough and Chuck Hinton 
formed the outfield. 

Hinton was the find of the season, 
eventually playing every position on the 
field during his career. Chuck hit over 
.300 twice and was voted to an All-Star 
team. The leading pitchers were Dick 
Donovan and Bennie Daniels. 

Prior to the 1966 season the Angels 
shifted to Anaheim to become the 
California Angels, while Washington 
moved to the Dallas-Ft. Worth area in 
1972 and became the Texas Rangers. 

The second stage of expansion took 
place in 1969 with the awarding of fran- 
chises to Kansas City and Seattle. The 
teams were to be stocked in essentially 
the same method as in the previous ex- 
pansion. 

To accommodate a twelve team 
league the American League was split 
into East and West Divisions with the 
two new teams entering the West. 

The Royals, with Joe Gordon as 
manager, picked up such able pitchers 
as Wally Bunker, Moe Drabowsky and 


Roger Nelson and infielder Jerry Adair. 
Bunker and Drabowsky both had 
pitched in the 1966 World Series with 
the former throwing a shutout and the 
latter setting a record by striking out 11 
men in relief including six ina row. 

Joe Schultz became the manager of 
the Pilots and went for experience. The 
Pilots picked Tommy Davis, a two time 
National League batting champion, 
Don Mincher and Rich Rollins, a pair of 
hard hitting Twins infielders and Steve 
Barber, a former 20 game winner. 

The Royals finished fourth in their 
division as Bunker, Drabowsky, Nelson 
and a fine rookie hurler, Dick Drago, 
led the pitching staff. 

Ellie Rodriquez was behind the plate 
with an infield of Mike Fiore (1B), Jerry 
Adair (2B), Jackie Hernandez (SS) and 
Joe Foy (3B). The outfield consisted of 
Bob Oliver, Pat Kelly and Lou Piniella. 
Kelly and Piniella, the team’s leading 
hitter, were real rookie finds. Lou had 
originally been drafted by Seattle but 
was sent to Kansas City prior to the 
season. 

Seattle finished sixth, and their 
regular lineup included Don Mincher 
(1B), John Donaldson (2B), Ray Oyler 
(SS) and Tommy Harper (3B) in the in- 
field, Steve Hovley, Wayne Comer and 
Tommy Davis in the outfield and Jerry 
MeNertney was the catcher. Their best 
pitchers were Gene Brabender and 
Diego Segui. 

The following season Seattle moved 
to Millwaukee. 

The first pitcher from an expansion 
club to throw a no-hitter was the color- 
ful Angel, Bo Belinski. Later Angel 
pitchers to toss no-hit games were lefty 
Clyde Wright and the blazing fastball 
artist Nolan Ryan, author of a record 
four hitless games. Steve Busby of Kan- 
sas City has thrown two and Jim Bibby 
of the Rangers, one. 

Dean Chance of the Angels became 
the first pitcher from an expansion team 
to win 20 games, while four other pitch- 
ers, Wright, Andy Messersmith, Ryan 
and Bill Singer also won 20. Busby and 
Paul Splittorff turned the trick for the 
Royals, while Fergie Jenkins has done it 
for Texas and Jim Colborn for Mil- 
waukee. 

Minnie Rojas of California and Ken 
Sanders of the Brewers have been the 
Firemen of the Year for expansion clubs 
with Sanders’ 77 games-finished in 1971 
still a league record. 

Expansion clubs have produced two 
batting champions, Alex Johnson of the 
Angels and the Royal’s George Brett. 

Home run leaders from expansion 
teams have been Frank Howard who led 
the league in 1968 and 1970 with 44 
homers each year, and George Scott (36) 
who tied for the lead in 1975. Howard 
and Scott also led the league in RBI’s as 
did Texas’ Jeff Burroughs, the only 
man from an expansion team to be a 
MVP.

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THE BASEBALL MALL OF FARE 


by CLIFF KACHLINE 

As the jingle suggests, nothing is as 
American as baseball, hot dogs and 
apple pie. And for the real baseball fan, 
tops in thrills is a visit to the National 
Baseball Hall of Fame and Museum. 

“Baseball’s Mount Rushmore” is the 
way someone once described the 
diamond shrine in Cooperstown, N.Y. 
Like the famed sculpture of the Black 
Hills of South Dakota, it has a grandeur 
and appeal that attract visitors from all 
corners of the continent — and even 
from abroad. 

To baseball buffs, a tour of the Hall 
of Fame and Museum is something akin 
to visiting Shangri-La. Nowhere can 


one learn more about the game’s heri- 
tage — how it all began, who developed 
it, who its stars were and are — than at 
the Cooperstown Pantheon. 

From the moment a person enters 
the four-story structure, he is engulfed 
by artifacts of the great names and 
great moments in diamond history. 
Many visitors spend three or four hours 
enjoying the mementoes. Some have 
been known to remain for an entire day, 
so tremendous and fascinating is the 
collection of memorabilia. 

Objects on display range from the 
days of the Civil War — and earlier — 
to the present. The oldest item is an 
odd-looking, homemade baseball that

some believe was used by Abner 
Doubleday, who supposedly invented 
baseball in Cooperstown in 1839. By 
contrast, even as you are reading this. 
the Museum staff may be arranging to 
obtain an historic object of the current 
season. 

Last year the first ball thrown out at 
the opening of “new” Yankee Stadium 
was on exhibit at the Baseball Hall of 
Fame a few days later. Similarly the bat 
that Mike Schmidt used while hitting a 
record-tying four consecutive home 
runs at Chicago’s Wrigley Field went on 
display in Cooperstown shortly after 
the Philadelphia Phillie slugger ac- 
complished the remarkable feat. 

Other historic objects of the 1976 
season could be seen at the Baseball 
Museum soon after the events in which 
they were involved. They included 
baseballs autographed at last summer’s 
All-Star Game by President Ford and 
the rival catchers, Thurman Munson 
and Johnny Bench; also the caps worn 
by Larry Dierker, John Candelaria and 
John Montefusco during their no- 
hitters last year. 

Other items of interest added to the 
Cooperstown shrine’s collection during 
the past year: a duplicate of the Com- 
missioner’s Trophy, awarded each year 
to the winning team in the World 
Series; one of the Cincinnati Reds’ 
World Championship rings, a baseball 
from the last game that Connie Mack 
managed back in 1950, and two beauti- 
ful paintings — “The Mighty Babe” 
(Ruth’s 1932 World Series homer) and 


“The Record Breaker” (Hank Aaron’s 


715th homer) — that Robert Thom 
created last year in connection with the 
Most Memorable Moments contest. 

The blending of past and present 
gives the Shrine a distinctive touch. All 
visitors are captivated by the Babe 
Ruth Room. Even most youngsters 
seem to know about the Bambino. 
They thrill to the opportunity to see his 
Yankee Stadium locker, the uniform, 
bats and glove he used and the many 
other mementoes and pictures of his 
career — plus the chance to listen toa 
recording of his voice. 

At the same time, the “Baseball To- 
day” Room has a special fascination. It 


contains separate displays on all 26 
major league teams, including the two 
new teams, Seattle Mariners and To- 
ronto Blue Jays. 

The majestic Hall of Fame Room 
likewise enthralls fans. Here can be 
seen the handsome bronze plaques of 
the 160 Hall of Fame members. Other 
areas of special interest include the 
U.S. Presidents Room, the Records 
Room, the Hank Aaron display, the 
Negro Leagues exhibit and the 
memorabilia of Hall of Fame members. 

For many, a high spot of their visit 
comes while watching the baseball 
movies that are shown daily. The 
hilarious Abbott and Costello “Who’s 
on First” spoof delights audiences, and 
the films of World Series, All-Star 
Games and other great moments that 
are shown regularly also have proved to 
be big hits. 

Cooperstown itself charms most 
tourists. Tucked into the scenic, rolling 
hills of central New York, it has been 
dubbed “The Village of Museums” be- 
cause four museums are located there. 
The town’s quaint little stores and 
shops and its 19th-century appearance 
enchant visitors. 

The game’s shrine is open seven days 
a week the year round except Thanks- 
giving, Christmas and New Year’s Day.

When Kansas City third baseman 
George Brett won the batting champion- 
ship last season he became the second 
hot corner guardian in the entire history 
of the American League to win a batting 
crown. The only third sacker prior to 
Brett was George Kell of the Detroit 
Tigers who topped the league in hitting 
in 1949, 

The shortstop position has only taken 
three titles, two by the same man, Luke 
Appling, White Sox Hall of Famer, fin- 
ished first in hitting in 1936 and ’43. His 
mark of .388 in ’36 is the highest ever 
attained by a short fielder. ‘Old Aches 
and Pains’’ (as Luke was called) seemed 
to play best when he suffered the most. 
A master at hitting foul balls, Luke 
often wore a pitcher down waiting for 
the pitch he wanted by wasting balls. 

The second shortstop to win was 
Cleveland Indian playing-manager Lou

Boudreau, the A.L’s best hitter in 1944, 

The batting title has been won thir- 
teen times by both first and second 
basemen. Pete Runnels of the Red Sox 
won it in 1960 while playing second and 
then two years later as a first baseman. 

First sackers George Sisler, Jimmie 
Foxx, Ferris Fain, and Mickey Vernon 
have been two time winners. Sisler hit 
over .400 the two times he won; Foxx 
won once as an Athletic and then as a 
Red Sox; Fain hit over .300 only three 
times in his career, yet put together back 
to back titles; while Vernon, who played 
in parts of four decades from the ’30’s 
to the 60’s surpassed the .300 mark but 
four times winning the batting title 
twice. 

Other first basemen who have won 
the championship are Lou Gehrig, a 
triple crown winner; Dale Alexander, 
the only A.L. batting champ traded dur- 
ing the season he won the title; Norm 
Cash who hit .361 in 1961 and neverina 
17 year career was within 75 points of 
that mark; and Lou Fonseca. 

Fonseca, a 12 year man with a career 
average of .316, was a pioneer in the 
development of motion pictures to 
study the art of batting. A masterful hit- 
ting instructor, Lou recently discussed 
some of his theories, 

“IT never tried to pull or go for the 
long ball,’’ he said, ‘‘I just concentrated 
on hitting the ball back at the pitcher 
and through the mound, I felt if I made 
good contact the hits would fall where 
they may. Another thing, I never wor- 
ried about being hit. I just felt that they 
could not hit me with the ball and never 
thought about it while at bat.”’ 

Second baseman Larry Lajoie of the 
Athletics was the first A.L. champ and 
set the still existing record of .422. A 
triple crown winner, Larry won two 
more titles while playing for Cleveland. 
The brilliant Minnesota Twin first 
baseman, Rod Carew has won five bat- 
ting titles. When Rod won the title in 
1972 without hitting a homer he became 
the only A.L. champ to fail to homer 
the year he won. 

Four other second sacker title holders 
illustrate the great diversity of men who 
have won an American League batting 
crown. Hall of Famer Charlie Gehrin- 
ger and Buddy Myer were lifetime .300 
hitters; while George Stirnweiss and 


Bobby Avila had respective lifetime 
averages of .268 and .281. 

An outfielder has been the best hitter 
in the league 49 times with Ty Cobb’s 
twelve leading all others. Ty hit over 
.400 three times and won the triple 
crown once. Ted Williams topped the 
league six times, had two triple crowns, 
and his .406 mark in 1941 is the last time 
anyone has hit over .400. 

Harry Heilmann, a teammate of 
Cobb’s, won the title four times sur- 
passing the .400 mark once. Both Carl 
Yastrzemski and Tony Oliva have been 
three time*Winners. Yaz won the triple 
crown in 1967 and then the following 
season established the all time low for a 
batting king, .301. Tony became the 
first rookie to win the title when he was 
the top hitter in 1964. Two of baseball’s 
greatest right hand hitters, Al Simmons 
and Joe DiMaggio, won twice. 

Other outfielders to win batting 
crowns have been Ed Delahanty (the 
sole player to lead both leagues), Elmer 
Flick, George Stone, Tris Speaker, 
Heinie Manush, Goose Goslin, Al Ka- 
line (at 20 the youngest to win), Mickey 
Mantle (the only switch-hitter), Harvey 
Kuenn, Alex Johnson and Frank Robin- 
son. Robinson, the present Indian man- 
ager, has won a triple crown and is the 
lone man to have been voted the MVP in 
both leagues. 

Billy Goodman was not even a regular 
when he topped the league in hitting in 
1950. With the powerful Red Sox, Billy 
played all infield and outfield positions; 
yet managed enough times at bat to win. 
No catcher has ever won an American 
League batting title! 

Detroit has won 26 with eight dif- 
ferent players, both a record. Boston is 
next with fourteen crowns by six dif- 
ferent men. Oakland, Milwaukee and 
Texas have never won. 

The American League batting king 
comes in all varieties of hitters. He 
ranges from Ty Cobb’s string of 12 to 
Norm Cash’s sole venture over the three 
hundred mark that brought him a title. 
Home run hitter Babe Ruth could win 
but one title; while Rod Carew has 
taken five. Career averages range from 
Cobb’s all-time high of .367 to Stirn- 
weiss’s .268. There is just no composite 
picture of a batting king so each year the 
crown is up for all comers,
